Sir : With the increasing interest, in education in recent years, there 
has been a corresponding growth in the number of associations and* 
foundations engaged in various ways in the promotion of e<lucation. 
So rapid has been this growth that it has become difficult to keep in 
touch with the activities of these organizations. With this multipli- 
cation of independent organizations, a need is felt in many quarters 
f^lr some action calculated to bring about a coordination of effort and 
eliminate to a certain degree much of the duplication resulting from 
rapid growth. In response to an urgent demand for information 
concerhing such organizations, it was thought advisable to collect 
into one volume certain facts concerning each — their purposes, pub- 
lications. conditions of memberehip, etc. I therefore requested the 
librai'y division of the bureau to prepare a handbook emlmdying 
such information. The accompanying manuscript contains the 
'Inaterial which we have l>een able to bring together on the subject. . 
I reoomniend that it be published as n bulletin of the Bureau of 
Education, ■■
